Hill is certainly not 
accustomed to being beaten, 
he is nothing if not a 
fighter. 

However sometimes it is 
better to sheath the claws, 
swollow hard and then look 
for the alternatives to the 
idea that one proposed and 
which was beaten so 
soundly. 

There is no doubt, when 
looked at dispassionately, 
that the formation of 
Oceania is going to be a 
positive move for this 
country, Australia. 

Already we are in a 
position to receive large 
Sums of money for competing 
as the’ Oceania 
representatives in the 
Confederations Cup during 
December 1997, Surely that 
alone is a tremendous gain. 

Being able to compete at 
the highest level against 
Germany and Brazil is a 
real bonus. We have a 
chance of making the Semi 
Finals given a favourable 
draw. 

The likes of Mexico, hosts 
Saudi Arabia, South Africa, 
Japan, even Uruguay should 
not be beyond a well 
prepared and tactically 
aware Australia. 

For anything to succeed, 
there first has to be a 
person with a vision, In 
the case of Oceania that 
person was a Scotsman who 
migrated to New Zealand 
called Charlie Dempsey. 

He had a dream, clung to

The people from Asia are 
too polite to tell David 
Hill this truth. The 
members of AFC saw a method 
of getting Australia out of 
the way forever with the 
formation of Oceania. 

Who does the winner of the 
Oceania Confederation have 
to play against to get to 
the World Cup? The fourth, 
note fourth not the second 
or third, placed Asia 
country. Take that you 
pseudo Anglo Saxons! 

How does Australia get to 
play the fourth AFC 
qualifier? They first have 
to beat Papua New Guinea, 
Solomon Islands, Fiji, 
Vanuatu, Kiribati and New 
Zealand. Great preparation 
isn't it?

THINGS MUST COME TO AN END] 


Imost three years to the 

day after playing the 
game of his life in what was 
regarded as one of 
Australian soccer’s finest 
hours, Paul Wade has called 
an end to his international 
career. 

The biggest sports crowd 
ever at the Sydney Football 
Stadium on October 31, 1993, 
witnessed the crucial World 
Cup qualifier against 
Argentina and Wade was 
assigned the job of marking 
the world’s greatest player, 
Diego Maradona. 

It was the highlight of 
Wade's captaining career and 
even though Australia only 
drew the game 1-1, it was the 
‘crowning jewel in his record 
118-games in the green and 
gold. 

“T've never had more sense 
of national pride than at that 
moment, and for me it would 
be'the highlight that I'll take 
away from this, the last eleven 


years,” Wade said. 
Born in Altrincham, 
18 


Cheshire of Yorkshire parents, 
the wide eyed kid grew up to 
become Australian Soccer's 
most famous and respected 
ambassador. 

He has neyer quite shaken 
off the English accent after 
emigrating at 11 to Victoria, 
but his commitment to 
Australian Soccer can never 


be questioned. 
Lacking the God-given 
skills of players like 


Maradona, Wade exemplified 
the Australian player with his 
fierce tackling and never-say- 
die attitude. His inability to 
recover from the injuries, 
‘which are so much a part of 
that style, have forced his 
fetirement. 

“['m retiring because I 
don’t think I can do two 
sessions a day with the 
Socceroos training-wise,” he 
said. “I can't cut it physically 
at training any more.” 

Wade made his debut in 
Australian colours for the ‘B’ 
side in September 1985 
against China in Canberra, the 


‘same venue in which he ended 
his international career against 
Tahiti on Friday. This is the 
home ground of his current 
Ericsson Cup club, Canberra 
Cosmos. 

Wade’s first full 
international was on August 3, 
1986 against Czechoslavakia 
in Melbourne. The game 
finished as a 1-1 draw. 

Four years later against the 
Malaysian Olympic team, he 
wore the Captain’s armband 
for the first time. 

For the past two seasons 
Wade has held a tenuous 
position in the Socceroos, 

A self-proclaimed favourite 
of former Australian coach 
Eddie Thomson, who has left 
the position to take up a 
lucrative contract in the 
Japanese J-League, he hung 
onto the captaincy despite not 
holding a regular place with 


- South Melbourne. 


After eight years with the 
club, he was axed in January 
1995, a year he described as 2 
roller coaster. 


‘That same year and only 
days before receiving an 
Order of Australia for his 
work in Soccer, South 
Melboume coach Frank Arok, 
the man who as Socceroo 
coach gave Wade his 
international debut, told him 
to find another club. 

He had a short stint with 
the then NSL Club, 
Heidelberg before his move to 
Canberra. 

Despite his trouble with 
South Melbourne, Thomson 
Kept faith with Wade and 
selected his favourite captain 
for the Socceroo series against 
Colombia. 

Wade was hopeful the 
Colombia series would re- 
ignite his international career, 
but it did not. 

‘Ankle surgery kept him out 
of the recent series in South 
Africa and the writing was on 
the wall when caretaker 
international team coach, Raul 
Blanco left him out of the side 
which defeated Tahiti 6-0 in 


Papeete. 
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But Blanco, maybe in a 
mark of respect for Australia’s 
most capped player, selected 
Wade to captain the 
Socceroos for his final time 
against Tahiti at Canberra’s 
Bruce Stadium last Friday. 

“It’s better that I go now 
and let the guys get on with 
qualifying for the 1998 World 
Cup, which is the most 
important item on the current 
agenda,” concluded Paul 
‘Wadey’ Wade.

Aste top players will need 
to bring their thinking caps to 
this week’s National Training Camp, 
with plenty of sessions requiring 
mental attention and input from the 
athletes in the search for a 
concentrated team _ ethic. 
Commencing this Thursday, the 
players will be in for a packed 
program over six days at the AIS in 
Canberra. 

National Coach Tom Sermannihas 
shifted the focus of this camp away 
from purely technical play and wants 
the onus of formulating a philosophy 
of teamwork to come from 
contributions of the players, 

Team Building Consultant Jeanette 
Hartz-Karp will facilitate the process 
by leading group sessions. “We'll be 
looking at where we want to go, how 
we're going to get there, et cetera,” 
said Sermanni. “It’s important we have 
a team perspective - these sessions are 
aimed at the players themselves. A 


great deal of stuff revolves around this 
teamwork angle.” 

“It’s worked for others, particularly 
the hockey team - everyone has to be 
pulling together in the right direction. 
And it’s important this goes right 
through the organisation. Everyone has 
to be aware of our focus and eel 
comfortable with what we're doing.” 

In working on the team concept, 
discussions will also consider the 
workings of the management of the 
team. “Anything we can do to make 
the team function better. By the team, I 
mean the management side of things 
also,” added Sermanni. 

In other sessions players will be 
required to make analytical studies of on- 
field play - how the game is played and 
the organisation of the team. “We will be 
ooking at plenty more emphasis on how 
we play when we don’t have the ball and 
support play. These are the sort of things 
‘we need to work on.” 

Today's female footballer must 
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have the attitude of being an elite 
athlete and be knowledgeable in the 
many aspects that make a top 
sportsperson. One important issue in 
elite sport today is that of drugs and 
drug testing. An official from the 
Australian Sports Drug Agency will 
come to the camp to assist in the 
players’ education in this area. 

‘Drugs are often a topic that is 
taken for granted as there is no 
advantage in soccer players taking 
them,” said Sermanni, “But now we 
are subjected to drug testing at 
National Championships and perhaps 
here at camp, players need to be aware. 
These ate the type of educational 
sessions that will occur at camps from 
now on.” 

Working with the players on the 
physical aspects of the game will be 
AIS Head Strength and Conditioning 
Coach Harry Waddel. At this camp he 
will be placing emphasis on agility 
drills, another area Sermanni feels 


needs marked improvement for 
Australia to climb to a higher level. 
“These exercises will concentrate on 
moving and turning both with and 
without the ball,” explained Sermanni. 
“There’s no use being quick if you 
can't move or turn effectively.” 

‘Matches will still form part of the 
busy camp schedule, with games 
against an 0/35 men’s combination 
and the ACT State U/1S successfully 
by Sermanni during the last camp, and 
i8 something he would like to see 
continue, With so much off the ball 
work, the players will no doubt be 
happy to get out on the park. Sermanni 
will be hoping to see the new concepts 
and new lessons learnt transferred into 
‘actual matchplay. 

Players should emerge from this 
camp with a whole new pespective on 
how to become a complete footballer 
and team player, and hopefully have 
gained a little inspiration as to the role 
they play.
